Not the least among the contribut­ 
ing causes for the low yie.d of cotton 
this year was the spread of the cotton 
root rot. so familiar to most of our 
black land cotton farmers. 
On some 
of the richest fields of the state 
this 
season the premature dying 
out of 
cotton from this disease is said 
to 
have reached almost IOO per cent, so 
virulent was the infection 
Manifestly 
it would be folly to continue to plant, 
cotton indefinitely on 
such soil. 
So 
far as now known to 
science, the 
small gram a are 
immune 
to this 
fungus, and where possible infected 
sire as on the farm should be rotated 
to this im m une crop. 


Com and the grain sorghums are 
likewise immune to this disease and 
rotation to these 
crops 
should be 
planned now where the infected areas 
are g reater than can be rotated to the 
small grains. 
Now is the time to 
plan the rotation while 
areas are still appare nt 
stubble. 
♦ ♦ ♦ 
The nature of the root-rot fungus is 
as yet but poorly understood by our 
scientists, but it is known to be most 
virulent in a tight, compact, 
poorly 
aerated soil. 
Given these facts, the 
farmer knows that plowing a little 
deeper than the year before, so as to 
break up any plow note that may have 
formed, and thereby aerating the soil 
d eep er, and the turning under of all of 
the vegetable matter possible, 
so as 
to render the soil mbre porous, are 
both helpful

Medina County To Eradicate 
The Cattle Tick. 
About 
ISO 
representative 
cattle 
men met, pursuant tom call issu ed by 
County Judge K J. 
Noonan, at the 
courthouse last Saturday afternoon to 
confider the m atter of tick eradication 
in M **<hna County, 
Some years ago, 
the legislature of Tex is districted the 
tick-infested arow of 
the 
state into 
zones arid set certain dates when 
the 
work should b*»gin in the various zones. 
Medina County is in zone 3, along 
with Uvalde, Bexar and a num ber of 
other contiguous counties, 
and 
the 
date sot 
for beginning the 
work of 
eradication is April 
1st, 
1922 
This 
meeting was called for the purpose of 
familiarizing the stock 
man with 
the 
requirements of the law and to take 
auch initial steps as might seem proper 
at this time. 


Judge Noonan called the meeting to 
order and explained the purpose of it. 
I He explained that the law 
requires 
I that Medina County clean up the ticks; 
I that it is no longer a question of one’s 
j approval or disapproval of the law, as 
a n d 
*aw ' 8 now ®n e 9t#lbll!,hed fact re- 
I quiring certain actions in obedience to 
it; and that the problem up to 
the 
stock men and tax 
payers of 
the 
county is to devise the most 
economi­ 
cal and efficient means of administer­ 
i n g the law and eradicating the ticks. 


A fter explaining the purpose of the 
meeting, 
Judg*' Noonan 
introduced 
Mr. Fred Rollway, Supervisor 
o f Tick 
i Eradication in Zone 3, 
who in a very 
i plain, straight forward way, explained 
tho operation of the law 
According 
I to Mr. Rod way. the work must he be­ 
gun on the first of 
April 1922 
The 
couniy must furnish dipping 
vats for 
this purpose. 
This it may do eithtr 
by building new vats or 
by leasing 
those 
already 
constructed. 
They 
must be constructed within a reason­ 
able distance of all stock men. 
And 
stock men are required to dip their 
cattle every eighteen days, 
under the 
general direction and supervision of 
government inspectors, 
until, in the 
judgm ent of the inspector, 
the range 
has been cleaned of ticks and can be 
released from q iarantine. 


Mr. Rodway mad" a roost favorable! 
impression on the stock 
men present, 
answering a g reat many questions in 
an autom ative and satisfactory 
way, 
and on the whole the meeting 
was a 
very harmonious one. 


A pool of the stock 
men present 
showed that 37 vats were represented. 
Of this number. 33 were pledged to 
the use of the county and owners of 
the other four have the m atter under 
advisement. 
Judge Noonan explained 
that the ability of the county 
to lease 
these vats would save the tax payers 
twelve or fifteen 
thousand dollars 
which would otherwise have to be
